tract  wiii  not  be  renewed  The  faculty 
evalu3t<in  committee  recommends 
that  if  a  faculty  memoers's  tenure  is 
not  renewed,  then  he  shMld  go  back 
mto  a  probationary  period  "

The  1940  statement  of  Academe 
Freedom  and  Tenure,  drafted  by  the 
Association  ot  American  Colleges  and 
by  the  American  Association  of 
Unrveryty  Professors,  (AAUP)  an 
organization  vitaHy  interested  m  the 
weKare  of  the  teaching  profession,  is 
accepted  by  ius1  about  every  coiiege 

Said  Harder,  The  deletions  from 
the  1940  statemen!  arc  ser«us  and 
change  the  meaning  m  various  ways 
The  proposed  academic  freedom 
statement  is  not  satisfactory  The 
section  on  review  of  tenure,  m  effect, 
abolishes  tenure  at  Missouri 
Southern  It  substitutes  the  awar¬ 
ding  cF  a  five-year  contract,  the  terms 
of  which  w^d  treat  the  faculty 
member  as  m  a  probatonary  status 
Therefore  at  Missouri  ^uthern.  we 
would  be  lifetime  probationary  facul¬ 
ty  Further,  it  appears  that  academic 
due  process  is  non-exisient  in  the 
review  of  tenure  section  "Harder  ad 
ded.  '  Five  or  six  percent  of  all  faculty 
members  m  America  are  on  a  con¬ 
tract  system  instead  of  a  tenure 
system  The  mstrti/tons  with  such 
systems  are  ovenvhelrningly  junor 
colleges" 

'The  Board  will  pass  some  kjnd  of 
policy.’'  said  Martin  'There  are 
faculty  who  are  strongfy  against  a 
revi^  of  tenure,  and  thw  who  are 
for  It  In  the  past  there  has  been  no 
review  of  tenure  at  Missouri 
Southern 

Added  Rcbert  MarKman,  chair  of  the 
faculty  pcrscmnei  committee.  *This  ts 
one  of  the  important  problems  on 
campus  for  instructors  ’ 


meeting,  mentioned  the  Senate 
would  entertain  another  resolution 
by  the  sponsoring  senator  to  ask  for 
funds  if  the  amount  was  decreased 
In  an  earlier  allocation.

Permit  me  lo  ask  a  quesli^  if  1 
may  When  was  the  Iasi  lirne  you 
listened  to  the  musical  soundlrech  of 
a  motion  pteture  through  lo  its  en¬ 
tirely.  aside  from  the  picture  itself^ 
II  you  have  done  so  recently  or,  for 
lhal  matter,  have  ever  done  so  and 
still  do  occasionally,  then  I  commend 
you  For  there  IS  much  to  be  said  for 
such  an  aesthelic  venture  However, 
if  you  have  never  entertained  Ihe 
idea .  then  come  with  me  as  I  ta  ke  you 
on  a  musical  adventure  into  the  fan* 
tasy  world  ot  JR.R  Tolkien  s 
Lorti  ofiht  Ringn.  The  lourney  will 
be  a  partial  one  however,  smee  Ihe 
soundtrack  only  goes  through  ap 
proiimatety  one  and  a  halt  v^umes 
ot  Tofkien’s  trilogy  Nevertheless,  the 
score,  composed  entirely  by  Leonard 
Rosenman  whose  past  credits  jn- 
elude  the  soundtracks  to  such  hit 
movies  as  4  .Vah  Catted  Honr. 
Bound  For  Glory  and  Sybil.  Should 
hopefully  stimulate  your  imagination 
enough  even  if  you  haven't  read  the 
trilogy,  or  seen  the  movie  for  that 
matter 

However,  before  we  begin  this  im¬ 
aginary  trip,  a  short  summary  of  the 
Riftgi  tnl^  IS  in  order  Basically, 
(he  trilogy  revolves  around  the  con¬ 
flicts  between  good  and  evil  in  a  fan¬ 
tasy  world  called  Middle  Earth  where 
dw^l  such  simple  beings  as  (he  hob- 
b*($,  one  of  which  is  named  Frodo 
Baggins  His  mission,  on  which  he  rs 
tust  dying  to  go.  is  to  destroy  a 
mysterious  ring  that  grants  enor¬ 
mous  powers  on  whoever  possesses 
ft  The  ring's  Imai  resting  place  is  lo 
be  the  evil  tire  filled  land  of  Morder 
Frodo,  however,  is  pursued  by  evil 
forces  who  desire  the  ring  so  (hat 
they  may  attain  rufership  ^  the 
vrorfd  F^unateiy  and  sometimes 
unfortunately  in  his  lOurney,  Frodo 
encounters  everything  from  wizards 
who  try  to  advise  him  to  "friendly" 
Mtle  creatures  called  Ores  who  try  to 
eat  him 

Keeping  the  above  summary  in 
mmd,  let  us  begin  the  musical 
odyssey  Stretch  your  imagination  to 
the  Umtt  es  you  lourney  ek>ng  end 
picture  your^t.  rf  you  can.  in  the 
land  of  Middle-Earth 
&de  one  leads  off  with  the  theme 
from  The  Lord  of  the  In  the 

distar>ce  as  the  melody  begins,  bass 
drums  can  be  heard  softly  sounding 
followed  by  the  horn,  brass,  and  str 
ing  sections  respectively 
reverberating  a  .Snotr  ff  hrtr  and  iht 
5rr«ft  Dcraafa  type  (numphaJ 
cadence  Its  dynamic  classical,  and 
euphonious  lone  leaves  you  feetmg 
happy  and  full  of  optimism  dunse 
Quently.  this  theme  is  repeated 
several  tunes  throughout  the  soimd- 
track  and  will  be  referred  to 
hereafter  as  the  primary  theme 
Its  cl»mac1<  and  powerful  ending 
prepares  your  mind  for  a  mustcal  un- 
folding  of  "The  History  of  the  Ring ' 
The  horn  and  brass  sections  blare 
forth  into  your  ears,  opening  before 
you  pages  through  which  you  tee!  as 
if  you  are  actually  tourneying  through 
ageless,  maiestic  kjng^s  ri^  m 
picturesque  color  Then  a  tone 
trumpet  sounds  Somber  m  its  tone, 

It  conjures  up  images  ot  a  some!  in  es 
Vfolent  land  But  then,  as  the  melody 
draws  to  a  close,  some  chimes  divert 
your  attention  thus  Signifying  that  it 
IS  also  a  tranquil  fend 
With  a  bass  violin  leading  off  the 
melody,  "The  Journey  Begins*' 
foreshadows  a  teekng  of  apprehen¬ 
sion  and  doom  Primarily  this  is 
because  an  "Encounter  with  the 
Ringwraiths."  evil  and  lo  most  nor¬ 
mal  people  invisible  beings  who  emit 
loud  bone  chilling  sounds  and  wear 
bfack  clothing,  is  at  hand  However, 
the  primary  (heme  re-emerges  to  let 
you  know  that  afl  is  not  lost 
Moreover,  a  flute  ensemble  and  a 
lone  guitar  send  jovial  vibrations  to 
the  ea  r  Sudden  ly  t  hough .  yo  u  hea  r 
deep  voices,  like  those  of  devil  wor¬ 
shippers  calling  their  master,  as 
Frodo  comes  face  to  face  with  the 
Ringwraiths 

The  last  composition  on  side  one, 
"Riders  of  Rohan,"  returns  lo  fhe 
primary  theme  once  again,  but  this 
time  with  a  slight  and  somewhat 
slower  variafion  However,  the  varia¬ 
tion  is  an  appropriate  one  for  these 
skilled  horsemen  v^se  lob  it  is  to 
Tight  the  forces  of  evil 
The  mythical  #ouff«y  conlrnues  on 
Side  two  With  a  lead  off  entitled 
"Escape  to  Rivendell "  Rivendeii  is  a 
refuge  for  elves,  by  the  way  It  is  here 
that  Frodo  escapes  from  (he 
Ringwraiths  The  melody  is  consis¬ 
tent  m  evoking  a  spirit  of  escape  m 
every  note.  The  string  section, 
especially,  creates  a  majestic  and 
suspensefgf  sequence  as  Frodo  hur¬ 
ries  to  escape,  Finally,  a  return  to  the 
primary  theme  symbolizes  his  suc¬ 
cessful  escape 


The  "Mines  of  Mona,"  (he  greatest 
of  the  dwarf  residences  in  Middle- 
earth.  creates  a  picturesque  scene, 
fts  tone  IS  deep  and  soft  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  as  (he  orchestra  leads  off  K‘sds 
if  you  are  descending  into  an  abyss. 
But  then,  about  sirty  seconds  later, 
Ihe  or^estra  explodes  creating  an 
emotion  of  fear  in  fhe  mind.  One  can 
see  why  when  he  learns  that  these 
greedy  little  dwarfs  wanted  to  extend 
their  kingdom,  but  in  so  doing  one  of 
them  accidenlatfy  uncovered  a 
Balrog,  a  demon  composed  entirely 
of  fire,  and  set  him  free  What  a 
bunch  ot  dummies'  To  signify  fhis 
mistake,  the  melody  continues  its  ex¬ 
plosive  trend  and  ends  later  on  a 
somber  note  with  the  sound  of 
bagpipes  echoing  faintly  in  the 
distance 

The  finat  cut  on  side  two,  "The  Bat¬ 
tle  «n  Ihe  Mines,  The  Bafrog."  begins 
futlout  on  an  explosive  key  with  full 
orchestra  Images  of  war  scenes  are 
-  created  m  fhe  mind  as  the  horns  and 
trumpets  blast  forth  their  majestic 
notes  The  primary  theme  reappears 
Signifying  a  victory  form  time  to  time 
Moreover,  the  pounding  of  the  ket¬ 
tledrums  conjures  up  pictures  of 
death  and  destruction  as  the  Balrog 
and  the  great  wizard  Oandalf  battle  it 
out  Finally,  the  melody  builds  to  a 
climax  as  the  horr>  sKtion  sounds 
sixteen  explosive  beats  thus  signify 
ing  the  Bairog's  demise 
The  magical  pilgrimage  into 
Middle-Earth  continues  oo  side  three 
With  "Mithrandir"  (Gendalf  the 
wizard)  Written  by  Mark  Fleisher, 
It's  the  only  composition  oo  the 
album  that  contains  lyrics  You  see. 
Mithrandir  was  killed  while  defen¬ 
ding  his  fellow  Companions  of  the 
Ring  from  a  Balrog  Consequenfly. 
(he  composition  is  a  fitting  eulogy  to 
fhe  great  wizard  Chimes  and  harps 
open  the  melody,  giving  it  a  celestial 
quality  that  is  majestic  and 
euphonious  lo  the  senses 
Moreover,  it  flourishes  m  sentimen¬ 
tality  and  IS  guaranteed  to  bring 
tears  to  your  eyes  Two  diherent 
choirs,  a  childrens'  end  an  adults' 
respective/y,  sing  the  two  part 
tribute  Like  angelic  choirs,  they  sing 
of  his  life  As  the  melody  is  perfect ,  so 
too  are  the  lyrics  by  Mark  Fleischer 
no  less  than  genuine

Mithrandir  does  return,  however, 
as  Gandaif  the  White.  Consequently, 
the  melody  "Gandaif  Remembers" 
symbolizes  not  only  his  joyous  return 
to  complete  hi$  task  in  the  War  of  the 
Ring,  but  also  the  fact  that  because 
he  1$  benevolent  and  understanding 
wizard  he  always  remembers  to 
maintain  these  characteristics 

"Frodo  Disappears"  is  a  somber 
melody  Since  Frodo  disappears 
while  carrying  (he  ring,  the  music 
likewise  evokes  lhal  feeling  of  disap¬ 
pearance  and  confusion  throughout 
its  fast-paced  melody 

Ores  are  about  as  evil  a  race  of  be¬ 
ings  as  you  would  ever  want  to  en¬ 
counter  ITiey  loathe  beauty  and  love 
to  kill  It  follows  suit  then  that  the 
melody  "Following  the  Ores"  should 
create  emotions  of  evil.  If  aC’ 
complishes  (his  effectively  and,  at 
the  same  time,  creates  a  feeling  that 
the  Ores  are  superior  and  are  to  be 
feared  Moreover,  the  melody  ends 
powerfully,  evidence  that  the  Ores 
are  never  satisfied  with  anything 
Consequently.  'Attack  of  (he  Ores*' 
extends  the  previous  sinister  melody 
as  the  dwarves.  Ores,  and  anybody 
else  whocarestojoin  in,  get  ready  to 
go  at  It  once  again.  The  primary 
theme  reappears  as  the  armies 
prepare  for  battle  The  horns  blare 
and  the  drums  pound  The  battle 
begins  and  you  begin  to  picture  it  in 
your  mind  Then,  the  full  orchestra 
reaches  a  climax  and  then  tapers  off 
softly. 

Opening  on  side  four  with  "Helm's 
Deep"  a  name  given  to  a  fortressed 
area  containing  Ihe  forces  of  go^. 
the  magical  sojourn  continues  Deep 
voices,  evoking  a  tone  similar  to  Ihe 
scene  from  The  ^turd  of  (h  in 
which  Ihe  wicked  witch’s  soldiers  are 
marching  and  saluting  her  in  song, 
pervades  the  melody,  but  serves  a 
quite  different  purpose  here, 
however.  That  is,  the  melody  here  is 
much  more  majestic  and  attempts  to 
arouse  our  awareness  of  the  pic¬ 
turesque  beauty  m  Helm’s  Deep. 

"The  Dawn  Battle,  Theoden's  Vic¬ 
tory”  IS  another  triumphal  two  pari 
cadence,  somewhat  similar  to  the 
primary  theme  Feelings  of  war 
abound  m  every  note  as  the  battle  at 
Hornburg.  a  major  fortress  in  Middle 
earth.  i$  about  lo  begin  Moreover, 
the  horn  and  string  sections  summon 
this  feeling  of  victory  as  the  primary 
theme  reasserts  itself  explosively, 
thus  symbolizing  that  victory 
"The  Voyage  to  Mprdor,"  a  searing 
land  of  evil,  coniures  up  images  that 
Theoden.  a  kmg,  has  yet  more  evil  to 
encounter  The  album  ends  with  a 
return  to  the  primary  (heme.  77if 
l47rd  of  the  Rings.  If  you've  forgot¬ 
ten  by  now  However,  this  theme 
ends  more  powerfully  than  Ihe  begin 
nmg  theme  on  side  one  The  notes 
seem  to  have  an  added  depth  and 
dimension  Moreover,  its  dreamlike 
quality  leaves  you  feeling  refreshed 
that  Middle  Earth  is  safe  and  not 
such  a  bad  place  after  all 
Finally,  il  you  don’t  realize  by  now 
lhal  The  l4>rd  of  rhf  sound¬ 
track  1$  Ihe  besi  orchestrated  and 
euphonious  composition  lo  hit  the 
record  stands  in  recent  years,  then  I 
»y  to  you  softly.  "Beware.  For.
